13. S Other: Applicant argues that there is not motivation to combine Guqle with Johnson. The examiner previously stated in the 
final rejection, that Gugle teaches providing a more secure connection by spin welding in the disclosed manner. This is supported in 
column 1. lines 5-9 of Gugle. Applicant argues that the examiner does not mention any other motivations beside a more secure 
connection for combining Gugle with Johnson. Another motivation would be to ensure the spread of adhesive complete along the 
areas of contact between the two surfaces to be adhered. It should be noted that applicant does not mention in the specification, anv 
advantage whatsoever of using a spin welding technigue over a simple bonding techingue such as that taught by Johnson. Therefore 
the motivation of simply substituting one bonding technigue for another is a sufficient reason to combine the teachings of Gugle with 
Johnson. Applicant argues that Gugle teaches away from a fastener having a planar surface. However, in column 3 Jiaes 3-6. Gugle 
discloses an alternative arrangement which includes a surface 28 on a plane(i.e.. a planar surface). ^ 
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
